COMPARISON SHOWS 


Will ‘Have 20,000 Square Feet 
More Playing Surfacé. Than 
the Polo oat 


Judging froma profound. study of a 
chart showing the comparative size of 
the Yankee and Giant playing. fields, 
Babe. Ruth is not going to be unduly 
embarrassed by the length of the fences 


the Bronx.. The ¥ankee park—that’ is, 
the fair ground part of. it—will be some 
20,000 square feet larger than its rival 
across the river in Manhattan, but the 
big bulk of this increase will be found 
in left field, deft centre and right centre 
—where the: Bambino rarely directs his 
gunfire. o* 

By way’ of showing how their mag- 
nificent’ new field compares with the 
Polo Grounds, the Yankees have givén 
out a -superimposed chart, which is 
shown: herewith. In some. esséntial re- 
spécts® the two. fields -aré like two 
peas in.a pod. The length of the right 
field . foul line, for example, is. the 
same—257 feet and 6 inches. There is 
only a slight difference’ along the chalk 
line in left field, the Yabks’ being the 
same as the first base’ side, 257 feet 6 
inches, but the Giants" being longer,’| 
about 277 feet. 

These, however, are not. details that 
will bother Babe Ruth. The slugging 
infant: rarely. hits them straight down 
the whitéwashed line. But moving away 
from’ this’ mark the statistics get more 
intriguing. The Polo ‘Grounds granhd- 
stand cuts across right field at a aherr. 
er angle than the Bronx fence and_ is 
therefore .closer to home plate. The 
Yankee stand slopes away for a: short 
distance, and at this point is 25 feet 
more distant than the Brush Stadium. 

Now, if-Ruth hits, the -ball into this 
pocket, he will find the Yank stadium 
a harder mark’ to shoot at. At the 
furthest point, as already stated, there 
is a difference of 25 feet: But from 
this. point the Yankee fence begins to 
cut ‘across toward right centre, and be- 
fore the spectator has moved very far 


ft.. ‘The difference be- ie will find himself in front of the lire 


marking “the boundary’ of the Polo 
Grounds bleachers. 


Yankee Fence Is Nearer. 


In this section—dead right centre—the 
Yarikee ‘fence- is exactly twenty feet 
nearer the diamond than’ the. Polo 
Grounds.’ This- margin of - difference 
continues almost to the old .exit. gate 
in right centre, where thé-players passed 
through on their way to and from. the 
club house. And it. is in this. same sec- 
ti that Ruth Will gain his, ae 
advantage. He will need little hel 
or-near the foul line, for the angle 
so sharp that most of his drives carry 
‘many Peet past the - ed of the field. 
But when the angle has nm le! ened, 
when Babe begins pumping at the rignt 
centre stands, he may find that 20-foot 
difference coming ‘In very handy indeed.

But .“‘ further investigation '’? by. Scot- 
land Yard has not Geroyes all this. 

‘We must, therefore, k elsewhere for 
confirmation of Sir: Basil’s hypothesis, 
He has said in his lecture over here that 
the success of a detective depended. more 
on. common sense and luck than on a 
knowledge of science and -the use of 
logic. It may be considered as a tribute 
to his common sense when he said that 
it wasn’t the practice of London crim- 
inals to remove public officials by poi: 
son, but it was-certainly due to: knowl- 
edge of some sort, possibly. also to the 
method of :deduction, despised by him, 
but commended by Sir A, Conan Doyle, 
which enabled him -to deduce the then 
unapparent fact that the chocolates had 
been sent without criminal intent. 

On Dec. 19 two hry were tried ‘before 
the Richmond Police Court, in Surrey, 
ten miles southwest of London, under 
the Sale of Foods and Drugs act.of 1875. 
One of the defendants was . Messrs. 
Blank & Co., the identical. makers of the 
chocolates which had made Sir William 
‘Horwood fll, but which had not affected 

secretary. The charge was ‘‘ alding 
and abetting in the commission of the 
alleged offense "’ of the other defendant 
of selling cocoa. ‘‘ adulterated with arse- 
nic (arsenious oxide).’’ A conviction was 
secured. 

The case was. prosecuted by the Sur- 
rey. County Council and heard by the 
Mayor of Richmond, Alderman P. E. 
Metzner. The analyst of the County 
Council, Edward Hinks, testified that in 
one sample: he had secured marked 
“ Blank ’’ he had found arsenic to the 
extent of onetenth of \a grails to the 
pound. On examination he explained that 
even in very. small quantities arsenic 
was a very dangerous ingredient in food, 
and that a Royal Commission had ‘sug- 
gested that one-hundredth part of a 
grain was the limit. That ratio usually 
guides investigators under the Sale of 

‘oods and Drugs act of 1875. 


Detente of Blank & Co. 


The Blanks were defended by Travers 
Humphreys, who admitted that some 
time last Summer the chemists employed 
by the firm hed. iscov 
arsenic in the alkali they were employing. 
They ascertained that the quafitity was 
so small that it could do no narm. “to 
any one in. health- who’ consumed. it.’’ 
They considered whether it was possible 
to. get back the cocoa they had sent out 
to e trade, but decid it was abso- 
lutely useless to try to get it. back, bé 
cause they had customers, many 
of them. wholesalers. He concluded: 

‘* Messrs. Blank came: to the conclu- 
son cage “4 that it was in the interests 
of the public not to create a quite ur- 
justifiable scare, ‘and they also had to 
consider the effect it might have on the 
chocolate traée ‘of the country,”’ 

Although Messrs. Blank found it im- 
practicable, if not impossible, to have 
the arsénious cocoa already distributed 
the trade recalled, a Mr. Blank testi- 
fied that his firm had at once sacrificed 
the remaining stock, amounting to about 
800 tons, varying in value from £100 to 
£250 a ton. Nevertheless, the Bench im- 
poond a. fine of £20 against Messrs. 

lank and ordered this defendant to pay 
50 guineas costs. 

In all the proceedings no mention was 
made of the great Scotland Yard choco- 
late ¢ream mystery, nor did the press 

lace in juxtaposition the mystery and 
he verdict. This is somewhat curious, 
as the relationship of cause and effect

At any rate, the proceedings of the 
Richmond Police Court seem to have 
confirmed the hypothesis of the choco- 
late nn ‘age? offered by Sir - Basil 
Thomson. is being so, the former 
head of the C. I. D. and the S. B. may 
forgive the. presumptuous use made of 
the -despised deductive ‘method of detec- 
tion in, at ‘least logically, establishing 
his hypothesis.

‘““ The Bureau of Education has started 
this service because it is the duty of the 
bureau to reach not only technical ex- 
perts but also the general public,”’ says 
thé announcement of the ‘innovation, 
‘‘and it is the opinion of Dr. John J 
Tigert, United States.

radio than in any othtr way.

Wants Whistle Well Forward. : 


His ‘theory for a fog whistle was that 
it should be placed as far forward as 
pnossible—on the foremdst, say above the 
‘‘ crow’s nest,’ where the noise would 
mot prove so penetrating to the ears of 
the officer. on the bridge or to the of;

One of the incidents recalled by Cap- 
tain Dow was.his experience in a fog 
for mahy hours when he was in com- 
mand of onfe of the Cunarders in the 
Atlantic trade. “After. being on the 
bridge for some time he went into the 
chart room to take a cup of coffee, and 
while there he heard the blast of a 
gteamer’s whistle. 7 

He rushed up to the bridge and asked 
the chief and. third officers on watch, 
and they said’ they had heard norene. 
He went back to his coffee and had only 
been there a few minutes when he again 
heard the“whistle distinctly, and came 
back to the bridge, where the officers 
Rave him the same reply: as before. 
Hey had heard 
the chief officer- into the chart room, 
and’ in less than five minutes: he came 
ruaning up. the ladder to the bridge and 
said: 


“That sound is very close, ‘Sir.’’ 

A few minutes later they heard from 
the bridge the sound of a steamer’s 
whistle almost abearn. From that time 
on, Captain Dow said, he had always 
made it a practice whenever fog was 
about to post a junior officer in the 
chart room. That officer was dlways 
the first to.report the fog signal, and 
it was usually some time afterward be- 
fore it was heard from the bridge. 


- Urges Compressed Air. 


The fog signal on the foremast, in his 
opinion, should be operated by com- 
pressed air and not by steam. ‘There 
should also be an alteration in quite a 
number of steam whistles, so that as 
soon as the lanyard was’ pulled the 
sound would follow instantly. In too 
many cases the stean? had to blow many 
ee of water from the pipe before 
the sound was heard. 

Captain Dow pointed out that in the 
Board of Trade examinations the eye- 
sight tests were very severe, and so 
long. as candidates passed them they 
were granted. certificates of compe- 
tency. He considered that the hearing

& A cormnion assumption of those who 


find the course of all Govérnménts 
wrong, and- would like to chahge it out 
of hand, is. that they themselves are 
the only political ‘realists. They speak 
of themselves as clear-eyed men with 
an accurate’ perception of the facts. 
Others are deluded; they alone grasp the 
full and -precise truth. . They realize 
the world in which they live fidre com: 
pletely than anybody else and know to

done. -So they have first persuaded 
themselves, and would .persuade others, 


‘but the sorrowful truth is that most of 


these hard-headéed and matter-of-fact 
radicals, as they deem themselves, are 
romanticists of the first water;. dream- 
ers rather than practically minded; 
gravely proposing measurés baséd on 
whim and fancy rather than knowledge, 
and absolutely impossible to execute. 

. A fresh illustration of all this comes 
to THE TiMEs in the shape of a letter 
from Mr. GuBERT CANNAN, the well- 
known English novelist and playwright, 
who is now in this country. He 6ffers 
for publication an “Open Letter to the 
President of the United Statés.” He 
must know. that it is not good journal- 
istic. practice to publish such communi- 
cations. They had best-go direct to their 
présumed addressee, In the office of 
the President’s private secretary there 
aré large waste baskets. ‘But we are 
willing to do Mr, GaNNAN the. courtesy 
to indicate the burden of his appeal to 
President HARDING, merely, premisirfg 
that his course in making it‘is to be 
judged very muth as would have been a 
letter from Mr. SINCLAR Lewis in Eng- 
land last Spring giving advice to Lioyp 
GEORGE. : ‘ 

Thé sum of it all is that Mr. CaNNAN 
believes the world in general, including 
Ameriea, to bé in a paflous atate. In 
particular he feels that there is great 
need in this country to restore “the 
moral authority” of the Government. 
To this end he ventures to make tiwo 
suggéstions to President HarpING. The 
first is that.on Lincotn’s Birthday the 
President pardon all those who are held 
in pfison “for politi¢al reasons.” *He 
argues that “your power for action 
“would be restored if these meh Were ré- 
“leased on that day”—that is, on 
Feb. 12. 

Obviously, it would be hard to imagine 
anything more fantastically out of the 
real world. We have no political pris- 
oners in this edufitry. Some men are 
still in jail- for having openly. violated

in the conduct of the war. But fancy 
appealing for such men in the nafhe df 
LINCOLN! Has Mr.CANNAN never read- 
about VALLANDIGHAM, who ofipdsed the 
war for the Union, who was ‘arrested 
and exiled for it, and in whose behalf 
appeals were made to President LIn- 
COLN? LINCOLN wrote:. “He who dis- 
“suades one man from volunteering, or 
“induces one soldier to desert, weakens 
“the Union cause as much as he who 
“kills a Union soldier in battle.” And 
he added: “He was not arrested _be- 
“cause We was damaging the ~political 
“prospects of the Administration or the 
“personal interests of the Commanding 
“ General, but because he was:-damaging

Some interesting information about 
the birth rate and its sometimes forgot. 
ten companion, -the death rate, has been 
compiled by a class at Mount Holyoke. 








It has to do with the student body and 


the parents of the students—a: small 
and comparatively horhogeneous group, 
of course, fepréesenting a standard of 
prosperity, intelligence and ambition’ 
above the average. Still, the results are 
interesting and instructive. The birth 
rate, as expécted, is decteasing. In fam- 
ilies of foreign parentage and of mixed: 
parentage, as well as of old native stock, 
theré are fewer childrén ih this génefa- 
tion thanin the one before. The death 
rate, however, in this somewhat superior 
stratum, is falling still more rapidly. 


_The percentage of survival among chil- 


dren is highest in the families of one 
foreign-born parent and one native par- 
ent, a fact commended to the admirers 
of the purity of the “ Nordic” race. 

In families in which fieither parent 
had a college éducation the average 
number of children was 4.6; when the 
father alone ‘had attended. college. the 
average was 3.7; where both parents 
were college-trained the average was 
8.6, and when the mother alone had 
gohe to college the averagé wa8 only 3.1. 
But the percentage of survival was 
highest in these very families of college | 


- ‘women marfied to ftien of less educa- 


tion—91.7 in the preset géneration, 77 
in the last, as compared with 90 and

A SOLDIER’S FRANKNESS. 


War history was thé topic of discus- 
sion at the Authors’ Club in London re, 
cently. The attendance was large,’ and 
not eonfined to authors. It included 
many soldiers, among them Field Mar 
shal Sir Wit1AM RosERTSON, who was 
the guest of honor, and, as such, ex- 
pected to contribute something of valtie 
to the discussion. Hé did not disappoint 
his audience. Sir WriilAM began by con- 
demfiing the idea that personal papers 
should be lo¢ked up for posterity—that 
is to say, for editing by historiahs who 
had takéh nd-part in the war. The pro- 
tagonists, he held, should give their con- 
temporaries the benefit of their infor- 
mation and experience. “A great déal 
“more happened in war than appeared 
“in the official dispatches ‘and Blue 
“ Books,” Sir WILLIAM testified: All past 
wars, he said, “contained gaps” which 
should have been filled in by the military 
commanders, Then the speaker. came to 
a book that has made a sensation in 
England, “Sir Douglas Haig’s Coms« 
mand.” TNs 

The former Chief of Staff was glad 
that the book had~been published, bé- 
cause it sometimes showed the statesmen.

MINIMUM WAGE BILL 
FOR WOMEN FAVORED 


Joint Legislative Conference Rec- 
ommends Passage of the 
Hammil Measare. 


The lowest wage which {t will be legal 
to pay a woman if the Hammil bill to 
create a Minimum. Wage Board be- 
comes a law,. will be established by a 
board of three members, representative 
of employers, employes and the impar- 
tial public, according to a summary of 
the bill issued by the Joint Legislative 
Conference. : 

A copy of the ,summary has been 
placed on the desk of every member of 
the Legislature as part of an extensive 
educational campai being carried on 
by the Joint Legislative Conference, 
which is composed of the leading organ- 
izations in the, State working for the 
passage of = wage bill and ¢ the eight- 
hour day bill 

It is maintained by the o 
that women’s wages in New York State 
are inadequate to s yp ray .them in 
health and decency. ven in 1919, a 
high wage year, the average wages ‘for 
women in some industries were as low 
as $6 and $7 a week, it was asserted. 
On thé other hand, it was ‘pointed out 
that minimum. wage laws in States 
where such a law is in effect, have 
fixed minimum as high as $14.50 and 
$16. 50 in .the District of Columbia, 

‘ without any evil effects upon the in- 
dustries involved.’’ }

They are 
ports of call only once a week or 
less frequently by erratic little steam- 
ers, and so they retain their old-time 
charm and their scenic beauty and 
their habitants are unspoiled by 
the world. As one visualizes them 
through Miss Hayward’s colorful 
glimpses one hopes the book will not 
send a stream of Summer tourists to 
commercialize and vulgarize such 
picturesque and lovely spots, 

There is a charming chapter on the 
wayside crosses and garden shrines 
that edge alike the country roads 
and the highways of rural Quebec, 
and are found sometimes also in 
towns and villages. Commenting on 
their fine handiwork, the author 
remarks that they come from the 
hands of a line of wood carvers dat- 
ing back into Normandy and Brit- 
tany, and that these crosses and 
shrines are the result of an inherited 
talent handed down from generation 
to generation in many families, Con- 
sidering these in connection with the 
shrine at St. Anne de Beaupré,. 
which she describes as ‘‘ the most 
famous shrine in all America ’’ and 
as one ‘‘ that rivals Lourdes,” Mis3 
Hayward says of the frequency and 
beauty of these little roadside shrines 
and crosses:

It is worthy of note, too, 
that the Quebec ‘farm which has 
set up a shrine or cross some- 
where along the road invariably 
appears prosperous. And _ those 
localities most particular in the 
observance of this old custom 
brought from France by the first 
settlers are never down at heel. 





On their way westward Miss' Iiay- 
ward and Miss Watson encounter 
many interesting things, among 
them the Abenaki hasket makers. 
They are an Indian tribe who mi- 
grated two and a half centuries ago 
from New Engiand to the banks of 
the St. Francois River, and there 
have developed a business in the 
making of sweetgrass baskets which 
yields a quarter million dollavs a 
year. To such importance has it 
grown that both Indians and habi- 
tant farmers raise the grass ux a 
regular crop, the wild supply not 
being nearly large enough. Bat 
there is no factory.

HE subtitle of this erudite and 
monumental work might bet- 
ter have read: ‘‘ A Study in 
the Contact of the Two Civi- 
ltzations."" Professor Toynbee, it 
is true, often roves far afield in 


Greeks and the Turks, and the fun- 
damental thesis which his study 
finally demonstrates revolves about 
the merits and demerits of those 
civilizations considered in relation to 
each other. 

Professor Toynbee has special 
qualifications for writing the book 
herein reviewed. Just before the 
Balkan wars (1911-12) he spent 
mine months traveling on foot 
through the old territories of 
Greece, as well as in Crete and the 
Athos Peninsula. During the 
European war he edited, under the 
@irection of Lord Bryce, the Blue 
Book published by the British Gov- 
ernment on the *‘ Treatment of .Ar- 
menians- in the Ottoman Empire: 
1915.” Subsequently (1917-18) he 
Worked on Turkish affairs in the 
Intelligence Bureau of the British 
Department of Information and, in 
the Public Intelligence Department 
ef the Foreign Office; for five 
months he served in the Foreign Of- 
fice Section of the British delega- 
tion to the Paris Peace Conference. 
Since 1919-20 he has held the 
Korais Chair of Byzantine and Mod- 
ern Greek Language, Literature and 
History in the University of Lon- 
don. In October, 1920, he was 
granted a year’s leave of absence, 
which he spent in traveling through 
Greek and Turkish territory. - His 
itinerary included Athens and some 
sixteen sections of the Greek hin- 
terland and Smyrna, with visits 
through some forty areas of the 
Turkish hinteriand. From one of 
the chapters of his book we learn 
that he took an active part in 192% 
in investigating the Greek atrocities 
in the Pontus region and in evacuat- 
ing certain remnants of terrified 
Turkish refugees from that region 
after the raging of Greek massacres. 

Professor Toynbee defends himself 
§m advance from any imputation of 
partiality based on the fact that he 


abominable atrocities. To the Turks, 
who have steadily and consistently 
denied that they had ever com- 
mitted atrocities, that all killings so 
characterized were done for selfs 
defense or for military necessity, and 
that the Turks have never massacred 
women, children and other helpless 
noncembatants, the authoritative 
evidence presented by Professor 
Toynbee will’ be painful in the ex- 
treme. The similar testimony against 
the Greeks will be no less painful 
to the supposed inheritors of the 
torch of ancient Hellas. 

By publishing these facts 50 
damning to a people for whom he 
appeals to the civilized world for fair 
play, -Professor Toynbee has placed 
the Turks in an awkward position. 
They have always taken the stand 
that the charges of massacre have 
been libels, manufactured originally 
by Greek and Armenian Christian 
revolutionaries, and grown by ac- 
cretion by the support of missionary 
bodies'‘and Christian churches to the 
proportions of a gigantic myth. Is- 
met Pasha, the head of the Turkish 
delegation at Lausanne, followed 
this line of defense in the historic 
document which he read before the 
conference on Dec. 12, 1922; the 
student of Turkish history cannot 
fail to note, however, that Ismet 
Pasha omits from his argument the 
events of 1909, 1915 and 1921-22. 
Professor Toynbee’s work places 
Turkish spokesmen, as has heen 
said, in a dilemma. They have in- 
disputably .proved that many of the 
atrocity charges- made against Tur- 
key since 1859 have been exag- 
gerated or even untrue. The very 
worst charges, however, of recent 
times—those referring to the events 
of 1909 and 1915—they now official- 
ly pass over in silence. Unofficially 
they trace back much of the odium 
now attaching to Turkey to that 
very Blue Book edited by the late 
Lord Bryce in which Professor 
Toynbee tells us he was a partici- 
pator and fellow helper and from 
which, as he says elsewhere, he 
learned, as he believes, everything 
that can be learned to the discredit 
of the Turks. Lord Curzof, after 
hearing Ismet Pasha's remarkable 
memorandum at Lausanne, in which 
the Turkish spokesman cited ex- 
tracts from various Blue Books to 
prove the Turks guiltless or not re- 
sponsible for atrocities, significant- 
ly remarked that ample evidence 
could be quoted from other Blue 
Books on the other side. The point 
lies here; hitherto the Turks have 
discredited the terrible charges of

AST is east and west is west, 
and the South Seas-are the 


call the place that is far east of 
furthest east, west of any west 
can name, that is not the South Seas 
as men know these regions, that is 
hardly Australasian, certainly not 
Malaysian—that is, in fact, nothing 
but itself. 
One may call it New Guinea, and 
one may retognize-it as the jump- 
ing-off place, the end of the world. 
It lies just north of Australia, out of. 
the track of all ordinary journeying: 
New Guinea was here on the road 
to anywhere in ancient or in modern 
times; true, it runs within ninety 
milles of the point of 
“ Queensland, but the: passage for

of the ninety, and the corresponding 
New Guinea coast, even at the pres- 
ent day, is most dangerous to nayi- 
gate. Further, North Queensland is 
an outback place in itself—tropical, 
feverish and little imhabited by 
whites.

The whole island 
continent of New Guinea, including 
the Dutch-owned half, and British 
newly acquired late German terri- 
tory, is 235,000 square miles, 1,500 
miles in length, with 430 miles at the 
widest part.

Risk, almost 
equal, hangs about your carriers; 
they may run away, taking - the 
stores with them—a serious misfor- 
tune, as you may be starved or re- 
duced to such ‘a low state for want 
of proper food that you cannot re- 
sist the attack of the always present 
malarial bacillus. Still Government 
patrol officers and a few good mis- 
sionaries encounter these risks year 
by year and survive them. 

Also they encounter the risks of 
snakebite, of attack from alligators, 
of accident, slight or serious; the 
precipitous mountain tracks, and do 
not often come to grief. The pleas- 
ure, to any one in good health and 
condition, and not afraid of rough- 
ing it, is well worth any risks there 
may be. The cost is another mat- 
ter; You. must have a few loose 
hundreds lying round if you want to 
travel right into the interior and 
make camp at various places for 
some months—less pP scarcely worth 
while. , 

Real exploring is for the very few, 
the supremely fit, for the strongest 
Man at his best, for those who have 
funds. running into thousands. It 
means months of killing exertion; 
the danger of every kind that New 
Guinea-can: show. It has slain many 
a good man in the history of the 
country; some directly, others indi- 
rectly. African exploration is an 
easy matter compared with the dif- 
ficulties of Papuan ‘travel, - where 
there can be_no use of any- pack 
animal save man; where much of 
the way is sheer climbing, and at- 
tack from hostile natives must be 
thought of and provided against, in 
the midst of all other difficulties, 
day and night. 

There are secrets still untouched 
in the heart of New Guinea—more 
gold to be found, more oil, rivers to 
be traced, unconquered mountains to 





the New Guinea native.exist in the 
far interior; the most circumstan- 
tial accounts are offered of their 
anatomy and their ways, but the ex- 
plorer, pressing day by day into the 
unknown, finds, day by day, that 
the tailed man ever eludes him. In- 
variably the Papuan with a tail “‘ all 
same doggy-dog '’ is just over the 
next range. 

Veiled women, wearing the dress 
of an lady, eye-holes and 
all, have been found by explorers in 
the heart of a.country where, as a 
general rule, short grass kilts or 
nothing are the custom. A Govern- 
ment expedition quite recently dis- 
covered man in armor; it is true 
the armor was made of iron-harl 
split cane instead of metal, but it 
was complete and not at all unlike 
the medieval patterns worn by our 
own ancestors.

A French Bible of 1535 is called 
the “ Olivetan”’ edition. It was 
printed at Neufchatel hy Pierre de 
Wingle, having been translated’ di- 
rect from the Hebrew and Greek by 
P. R. Olivetan, with the assistance 
of John Calvin, the reformer. It was 
the first Protestant French Bible 
and no doubt was surreptitiously cir- 
culated and read among the Hugue- 
nots. : % 
The library has a number of 
Bibles which command interest a 
iiterary curiosities. One edition of 
1717, printed at Oxford by John 
Baskett, describes the ‘* parable of 
the wineyard "’ as the ‘parable of 
the vinegar’’ and ever since has 
been known as the ‘* Vinegar 
Bible.” This slip of that old-time 
proofreader seems all the more. rep- 
rehensible when~ it is considered 
that this John Baskett was the royal 
printer and also printer to the Uni- 
versity of Oxford. His comment on 
the error has not been preserved, but 
it should have been equally interest- 


-ing. 


A Bible published by the Claren- 
don Press at Oxford in 1804. bearz 
the surprising appellation of the 
“* Murderer’s - Bible,” caused by. -an 
error which rendered ‘put to 
death.” as ‘‘ put together,’’ in con- 
nection with the murderer mentioned 
in Numbers, Chapter xxxv., Verse

The ‘‘ Placemakers Bible,’’ printed 
at Geneva in 1562, has a curious 
error in the. Beatitudes, that may 
have come about through a little 


v., Verse 9, reads: ‘* Blessed are the 
placemakers. ’ x 

‘ The Unrighteous Bible ”’ tells us 
that the ‘‘ unrighteous” shall in- 
herit ie Kingdom of God. ‘This 
edition, however, is so full of errors 
that no two copies agree throughout. 
It was printed by John viete at Lon- 
don in 13. 
Even more weneeiins is the 
““"Wicked Bible,’’ wherein a London 
printer omitted the “‘ not ** from the 
Seventh Commandment, with the re- 
sult. that the entire edition had to be 
suppressed. ‘That was in. 1631. 
Only four of these ‘* Wicked Bibles ” 
are known to be in existence, 
Everybody knows Cromwell's faith 
in the Word to sustain the fighting 
man's courage. ‘* Cromwell’s Soul- 
diers Pocket Bible” was printed in

Only one other 
copy, in the British Museum, is 
known to be extdnt: 
Two Bibies in shorthand, one of

the. miniature Bibles. One of these, 
consisting of selections, appearcd in’ 
Holland in 1750. It is one and 
three-quarter. inches “by* one inch, 
bound in green grosgrain. silk, with 
gilt tooling. Another example, in 
this case the New it, was 
printed in Glasgow in 1895 by David 
.Bryce & Son, so-small that it cannot} 
be read without a microscope. The 
same firm printed another tiny 
Bible, which was brought out in 
1896. No type was set for this vol- 
ume, the plates having been obtained 
by photographic reproduction from 
larger Bibles. One of the miniature 
Bibles contains the Burns family 
register, written by Robert: Burns, - 
The.. Polyglot Bibles, having the 


text in several languages within one 
set of ‘covers, run through .many 
varieties and - combinations. \ And 
there are Bibles in Eskitno, Ben- 
gali, Chinese, Hawaiian and Zulu, 
to mention only a “few. modern 
tongues. The early texts include An- 
gio-Saxon, Arabie; ‘Coptic, eet? 
Gothic, Persian, Hebrew and Greek. 
All of those earlier than- the ninth 
century are replicas. 

The collection was assembled from 
the shelves of the library by Victor 
Hugo Paltsits, a member of the 
staff, who has shown a fine scholar- 
ship and taste in its arrangement 
and the accompanying information - 
made available for the public. Mr. 
Paltsits is im charge. of; exhibitions 
for the library and is a well-known 
authority. It is said that the col- . 
lection could not be duplicated any- 
‘where elise in the world outside of 
the: British Museum. 

The exhibit embraces 873 paint- 
ings by Tissot; illustrating the Old 
Testament, which were presented to 
the library -by the late Jacob -H. 
Schift.. A similar collection from the 
New Testament, sold to the Brook- 
dyn Museum, brought $60,060. Those - 
in the New York Library are of. uni- 
form: size, painted in the Holy Land, ¢ 
and faithfully preserve the spirit of 
the. places in which the Bible was 
conceived.

The character Tchekhoft thus re- 
veals is as complete as any in, * The 
Cherry Orchard” or ‘* The, Three Sis- 
ters,” though intellect y fér more 
competent. . Like so Many moderns,- 
Hhe finds that religion founded on the 
historic creeds’ is dead, and can only 
grope forward to 
outgrowth of sciéntific enlightenment. 
But that is not the worst of his’ pre- 
dicament.. His God of the future will 
not be.a God of faith, a mystery. and 
an inspiration, but rather a cold fact, 
mathematically demonstrable. Thus 
life to him 48 sterile, as is also the art 
impulse which it engenders. . He will 
continue to write of the world as he, 
sees it, but only as other men manipu- 
late red tape or sell dry goods. - There 
is latent passion in his renunciation, 
the bitterness of a soul that knows its 
own emptiness; but his renunciation 
is none the less complete. To fil out 
the portrait it has only to be added 
that in Russia pessimism is- fashion- 
able and’ despair a salable -luxury. 
The entire upper ciass thronged the 
Moscow “Art Theatre, rejoicing to see 
itself depicted as emotionally trivial, 
infirm of will—futile in all living and 
philosophically -vapid. If ever Ameri- 
can advertising. hits the Muscovites, 
breakfast foods will doubtless be urged 
upon the public,as conducive to the 
despairs of gioomy van. 


The Background of Russian Acting. 

The picture is not complete, of 
course, without due recognition of the 
literary genius of Tchekhoff, notably 
in ‘The Cherry Orchard.” Especially 
one must do homage to the surpass- 
ingly intense. and psychic realism of 
Stanislavsky’s company. That is a 
phenomenon with a_ historic Dack- 
ground. Of the histrionic convention 
which the Moscow players displaced, 
some hint: is afforded in a letter to 
Olga Knipper written in the last year 
of the old century. Writes Tchek- 
hoff:- ‘* Where, in streets and in 
Kouses, do you see people tearing 
about, leaping up, and clutching at 
their heads? Suffering ought to be 
expressed as it is expressed in 
life—that. is, not by the arms anc 
legs, but by the tone and expres- 
sion;- not by .gesticulation, but by 
grace.’’ Oné would like to ‘know 
the Russian for this word ‘*‘ grace.”’ 
One suspects that it really describes 
“the spiritual beauty and intensity with 
which tiie Moscow company has 
made us familiar. The histrionism of 
arms, legs and head-clutching could 
still be seen,, at' least before the war, 
in the work of Herr Matkowsky, Frau 
LPoppe and others of the company. at 
the Royal Theatre in Berlin, where 
they acted Shakespeare, Schiller’ and 
Goethe with sufficient energy to heave 
a carload of coal. In Italy, Vienna, 
London, and, indeed, in America, the 
more ‘subtle and spiritualized school 
kad long been familiar, dating back 
at least.to the heyday of Edwin Boeth. 
But if Russia came*late to this un- 
derstanding, it has at least the glory 
of bringing it te its ripest expreéssion 
as regards the work af the company as 
a whole. 

These Moscow ‘players have a full 
measure of the Slavic sympathy and 
sensibility, of the Slavic naiveté and 
charm. As signally as the great Rus- 
sian novelists, they have advanced the 
standard of “the. quality — they 
profess.’’ ‘But it bodes ill for ‘the Rus- 
sian nation. if it has. no loftier notion 
of living, no firmer ‘purpose, no 
Lereater®” power of tragic exaltation 
than is’ Tevealed = these plays.

the entire production.. The tomb of 
the ‘Capulets is even more ;heavily 
weighted with carpentry. Thus the 
final scenes, which ‘should come. in 
an unbroken sweep of tragedy, are 
preceded by dreary pauses. It must be 
added that if Mr. Peters’ and: Mr. 
Réicher. had more faithfully studied 
and followed. Shakespeare’s drama- 
turgy, the two balcony ‘scenes’ wotild 
have moved more swiftly and con- 
vincingly, and would have given scape 
to a' far fuller representation of the 
text.’ The properly effective staging 
of these scenés is a memory as recent 
as the “all star,; production “staged 
by Eben Plympton, in which he ‘played 
Mercutio, Kyrle Bellew played Romeo 
and Eleanor Robson playéd Juliet. All 
thée’;more marvelous is the fact that 
the individual scenes prevailingly gave 
the impression of full -vitality—the 
rush of young blood pulsing through 
warmly: colored ‘moods ‘of unbridled 
laughter and impetuous rage, to the 
consecration of-a welcomed ‘death. 
Never has there been'a more splendid 
demonstration of the varied: richness 
and the sublimity of Shakespeare’s 
genius, or of the power which it exerts 
upon the ‘spirit of our people,- un-: 
tutored “and unpracticed as we’are in 
the mysteries of his art. * 

Miss Cowl’s Juliet is wellnigh ap 
marvelous as the Hamlet of John 
Parrymore.: There is. the same full- 
ness.of beauty and of:youth,; the same’ 
clarity of conception; the same sim- 
plicity-and strength.

In 1910 Veoods made his first ‘‘ two- 
dollar’’ production—" ‘The Test,’’ with 
Blanche Walsh. .‘‘ The Girl From Rec- 
tor’s,” ,which has a story similar to 
‘* The-Bowery-After-Dark ’’ poster anec- 
dote,. for the play got its titk when 
Woods saw a comély maiden -enter a 
réstaurant, followed. 


‘In all, counting his,early melodramas, 
Woods has produced nearly 200 plays. 
Many of them have shown his destre for 
what amotints to almost-all-star casts. 
“The Song of Songs,” for instancée, pro- 
duced in 1915, had Irene Fenwick, John 
Mason, Cyril Keightly, Tom Wise, Doro- 
thy Donnelly and: Calvin Thomas. ‘The

Florence Reed, Julian L’ strange, Hm- 
mett Corrigan, Macey Harlam, Kather- 
iné Harris Barrymore and David Tor- 
rence. 

Last year his production of “ The 
Demi-Virgin”’ brought him prominently 
into the news. After all the fireworks 
had been explodei, however, Mr. Woods 
remained unsinged. 

In Néw York, Woods owns the Eltinge 
Théeatré, which was opened by ‘* Withir, 
the Law,’’ and, until last yoar, the Re- 
public, He his a part interest in the 
Bronx Opera House. 

“In Chicago he owns the Woods, the 
Apollo and the Columbia,. better known 
as the Gaiety. He formerly owned. the 
Woods in Atlantic City. ; 


There are more anecdotes about 
Woods than about any other producer in 
the American theatrical field. The rea- 
son probably is that he has always re- 
gatded himself as a human being and 
has not allowed himself to ._become— 
perhaps because he couldn’t—a machine 
for the conveyance of abstract theatrical 
ideas. The fpllowing pen picture has 
been drawn of him by his press agent, 
and jts authenticity has been carefully 
established before publication: 

“\On first acquaintance he is inclined 
to bea bit remote and aloof’ there is a 
kind of eetoplasmic reticence about him.

To the Dramatio Bditor: 

It is. a véry’ encouraging sign of the 
reviving interest whieh the public is 
taking in the great works of the theatre 
to find Taz New Yorx« Times devoting 
alWays a whole pagé, and sometimes two 
pages, to a discussion of the révival of 
Shakespearean: ‘plays. Your edition “of 
last Sunday devoted a large space to a 
review of Mr... Belasco's’ produetion. of 
‘<The Merchant of Venice,’* and while 
I totally’ disagree with all of the ¢on- 
clusions of the correspondent whose let- 
ter filled four columns, I did find your 
own observations on that play illuminat- 
ing and instructive. 

For a long time the American theatre 
has beéh given over to the productiof 
of modern plays of a greater or less 
degree of merit, and no one will find 
fault with our managers for. thus. en- 
couraging the current productions - of 
our dramatists: ' But it has seemed for 
at least a decade past that the great 
standard dramas had fallen into neglect.

V. Nemirovitch-Danchéenké, the second 
director of the Moscow Art Theatre and

yéars after Tehekhot?t’s death that the 
Moscow Art .Theatré. ‘‘ lives by the 
Spirit ’’ of this writer. -It ts a spirit of 
simplicity, intimacy; a spirit. of tender, 
fine, profound and sificére feelings. 

Here is some of the advice given by 
Tohekhoff,t6 the artists of the Moscow 
Art, ‘Theatte...In a letter to Meyertold: 

‘‘ Where’ have you ever séén people, 
éither in the streets or in their houses, | 
tossing about, jumping, ‘grabbing thert | 
heads? Suffering must be expressed riot 
by the hands or feet, but by. the tore of 
Voice,..by the glance; not by gestures, 
but by grace. Thé intimate movements 
of the soul must also bé expressed in an 
intimate way. No conventionality of the 
stave should ever tolerate a lie.’’ 

However, Tchekhoft. was aiso the first 
to point out to. the théatres.the extremi- 
ties t@. which their. fascination by 
naturalism would lead them.

PICTURE PLAYS AND PEOPLE 





HORTLY after the war the United 
States discovered the motion pic- 
ture Europe. Immediately, follow- 

ing the sensational success of “‘Pas- 
sion,” there was a:rush of American 
buyers across the Atlantic, and so many 
foreign productions were brought over 
for exhibition here that every one began 
to talk about the ‘ invasion.’’..But al- 
though more than a few of these films 
Were undeniably well made or well 
acted, they didn’t go as they should— 
according to<box office standards: -It. 
seemed ~ - apparent that ‘the “continental 
stories and methods of story-telling were 
not acceptable to.American. movie fans. 
So the.‘ Invasion ’’ petered out: The 
idea of foreigti-made films was not 
discarded, however. It grew afresh in 
the plans of -American producers to use 
the, European directors and actors in 
making ‘their“own -photoplays abroad, 
There. was a -great deal of talk about 
this, and quite a little experimentation, 
but after a while, owing to a combina- 
tion of . unfavorable circumstances, 
if not all, of ‘the. projects fell 
through. The mest ambitious of them, 
that of the Famous Players-Lasky Cor- 
poration to produce in Berlin, was defi-: 
nitely abandoned some months ago. 

But the directors and actors remained 
and their ability was ‘atill unquestioned. 
What else was there to do then but 
bring these cinematicians to American 
studios to make American pictures for 
Americans? This. idea recommended 
itself to the producers here and imme- 
diately a number of -them began offer 
ing contracts to conspicuous individuals. 
Foremost among those sought and ob- 
tained were’ Pola Negri and Ernst Lu- 
bitsch, the former for an immediate 
series of Paramount pictures, and the 
latter for Paramount, aleo, following 
the. production of Mary \ Pickford’s 
“Faust,” which he will direct, 

And now comes the announcement that 
the Goldwyn company has engaged Vic- 
tor Seastrom to: make films in Culver 
City. Mr, Seastrom’s name is not so 
well known: on this side of the Atlantic 
as Mr. Lubitsch’s, perhaps, but only, it 
would seem, because Swedish stories and 
story-telling methods have proved even 
less suited to the’ taste of American fans 
than the German. Many of those who 
have seen ‘The Stroke of Midnight” 
and other Seastrom productions feel that 
he does not have to step aside for any 
one, as either an actor or a director, 
however. ‘He is. both, but it is as a 
director that he has been engaged by 
the Goldwyn company, and whether he 
will act in the pictures he directs has 
not béen decided. But: he will begin. at 
once on his first job of directing. in the 
United States and the result will be 
awaited with considerable. interest and, 
‘on the part of some, just as much ex- 
pectation? 


In the \meantime, Pola Negri’s first 
American-made picture, ‘‘ Bella Donna,’’ 
is being cut and titled for eWaibition here 
in the near future. It was directed by 
George Fitzmaurice in the Lasky studio 
in Hollywood. . . Before it comes 
out, .however, the Goldwyn Company 
will offer, at the Capitol Theatre, one 
of the German-made Negri films, en- 
titled—for American consumption—"’ Mad 
Love.” It is said to be the story of 
Sappho. .-. . While H. A, Snow’s 
‘‘ Hunting Big Game in Africa’’ is do- 
ing what is said to be a highly success- 
ful business at the Lyric Theatre, Mar- 
tin Johnson of South Sea fame has re- 
turned with another African film which, 
report has it, is going to prove some- 
thing of a sensation itself. At any rate, 
those who have seen Mr. Johnson's 
** Among the Cannibal Isles of the South 
‘Jungle Adventures” and 
‘* Head Hunters of the South Seas’ are 
lexpecting something. . . Incidentally, 
it is reported that practically all the 
American distributers-declined to handle 
the Snow film because they thought 
it would not make any headway as 
popular entertainment, It’s their busi- 
ness to know what the public wants, of 
course—but the line forms on the left at 
the Lyric.

ductions in Vienna and publishing 
them as a book, *' Die Romanische 
Oper der Gegenwart (Vienna; Rikola 
Verlag). \It is a sequel to a similar 
collection on the German opera. 

The ‘‘ Romanische Oper ’’ of which 
Mr. Korngold treats are Italian and 
French; works of the present or a re- 
cent day, going back, however, as far 
as Verdi's ‘* Falstaff,’”.- Delibes’s 
** Lakmé,’’ Saint-Saéns’s ‘*‘ Samson et 
Dalila ’’ and even Berlioz’s ‘‘ Ben- 
venuto Cellim.’’

Why are some vacuum tubes termed 
“hard” and others “soft?” A.“ seft” 
tube; the type recommended for use as 
a detector, does not have a high ‘vacuum 
and contains some gas or gases. e 
“hard” tube, used as an amplifier, con- 
tains a high vacuum and requires a 
higher “B” -battery voltage for suc- 
cessful operation. The X-ray developed 
the terms ‘‘soft” and “hard” as de- 
scriptive of vacuum tubes. It has been 
explained by X-ray specialists that a 
**soft’”? X-ray tube contains gases and 
produces feeble rays. A “hard.” tube 
has a higher vacuum and requires a 
higher plate> voltage for {its dperation, 
The rays of such a tube are very pene- 
trative and are known as “hard” rays. 
The “soft” detector tube generally re- 
quires 22% volts, and the “hard” am- 
plifying tube 45 to 60 volts, “B” bat- 
tery.

voice. The pallophotophone introduces a 
new element into radio broadcasting, as 


of a speech, which may then be broad- 
casted days or weeks later frém ‘a score 
of.radiophone stations in any section of 
the country. This can also be done in 
reproducing music or any kind of sound. 
It has a big advantage over the phono- 
graph for this sort of work since it can 
record and reproduce speeches of long 
duratitn or-an entire concert program. 

The pallophotophone consists of two 
distinct devices,, One records the sound 
and the other reproduces. The recording 
division consists of a tiny mirror on 
which is reflected a beam of fight.. The 
mairror ed to adelicately.ad- 
justed vibrating ‘diaphragm. Sound 
waves reaching the diaphragm ‘cause it 
to vibrate and in turn the mirfor moves 
or oscillates and the reflected beam of 
light moves with it. This moving ray 
of light. falls upon-a strip of photo- 
graphic film which passes in front of it 
in continuous motion. The film when 
devoloped shows a succession of delicate 
dark markings’on a clear background. 
These. markings represent the oscilla- 
tions of the reflected beam of light. 
This beam of light gives the apparatus 


words. meaning ‘‘ shaking light.’

There’ was talk of a\ heresy trial. The 
corporation lawyer, as the man who 
had hired Hodder, went to plead with 
him.

Of 
course I’m not much of an authority on 
heresy, but they claim that you went 
out of your-way to knock some of their 
most cherished and sacred beliefs in the 
head.’’ .

Hod- 
der answered,“ But suppose I -have 
éome to the honest/ conclusion that: in 
the first place thesé so-called cherished 
beliefs havé no foundation in fact, and’ 
no influence on. the, lives of the persons 
who cherished them, no. real connection 
with Christianity?

His View of Christ. 


In- his next sermon ‘ Hodder fairly 
startled: these out of their preconceived 
notions, of.

It. was proposed that Hodder establish 
a free church, . without any Parrs or cor-.

the weekly collections to keep it going. 
And the public flocked to his pews in 
such numbers _that/all could not be ac- 
commodated. His little band of faith- 
fuls stood by him, the other group re- 
mained firm. It was hard to tell just 
where matters would .end when a 
tragedy befell Parr. The son of whom 
he was most proud had once loved a 
shop girl, Kate Marcy, but Parr would 
not hear of the matter and broke, it up. 
Then the younger Parr took. to drink 
and the girl to bad ways. -But in the 
end they met again, for a- moment only, 
the boy coming down with a stroke of 
apoplexy brought on by his . excesses. 
And it was a blow almost equally fatal 
to Parr; the elder.

The Christian's Start. 

“The Christian ’’ is one of those books 
fn which the reader foresees tragedy 
from the first minute. Hall Caine 
brought -his characters together on a 
pleasdnt May: morning aboard a small 
vessel just bout to leave the Isle of Man. 
First in interest. was .Glory Quayle, 
granddaughter of Parson Quayle. Glory 
was just starting for London to take ‘up 
nursing in -a hospital there, with .the 
hope of a good many other things to 
which her heart aspired: And. she was 
going in the company of John Storm, 
son of Lord Storm, a young minister.

State Body Calls on Business to | 
‘! Oppose Exemption for In- 
dustrial Securities. 


HE. Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York has adopted 
a report by.a.special committes, 
opposing the proposed constitu- 
* tional amendment prohibiting tax 
exempt bonds, ‘in so far as it applies to 
public funds, This « report embraces 
many points raised in opposition to’ Pro- 
fessor F, R: A, Seligman, who recently 
advocated the measure in these columns. 
The-report. reads as follows: 
- If Federal. bonds are put. out. subject 
to -tax, the rate of interest will go up. 
How much. is uncertain—probably 1 per 
cent, Secretary Mellon, before the 
Ways and Means Committee, is quoted 
-in the ‘Congressional Record of Dec. 19, 
page 721, as stating that it is probably 
true that. a 34 per cent. tax free Gov- 
ernment bond can be put out at par; 
Land then adds: -‘‘ Now to sell a secur- 
ity at par that is not tax free, the 
Government would. have to pay a rate 
of interest today of more than 4 per 
cent., of coufrse,"’ He adds: ~ 
““E suppose it wotld depend upon the 
length of time they. would have te run, 
but it would be. somewhere from \4% per 
cent. to perhaps 5 per cent., depending 
on the length of time they would run.” 
‘And Mr. McCoy,’ the ‘Government ac- 
tuary, in a memorandum. to. Secretary 
Mellon, dated Jan. 24, 1922, and ‘in- 
cluded in the report of the Secretary 
of the. Treasury, page 321, says: ‘‘ There 
is little doubt that under these condi- 
tions the future investor in what are 
now tax-exempt .securities would” de- 
mand “that they bear a higher rate of 
Linterest:or be sold at a discount suffi- 
cleht, at: least, to meet this tax,’ and 
the figures presented by him resulted in 
an estimated increase in the rate of in- 
terest of appfoximately 1.1 per cent, 
The money to pay this extra interest 
has to be.raised by taxation. Who will 
pay it? e citizens, of course, and 
probably by an,increase of the income 
If they own enough of the bonds 


taxes. 
Jeo get as much:in extra interest as they 


have to pay in. extra taxes, they will 
perhaps bréak even. So far as they 
do break even," ‘there is no merit in the 
plan either for’thein or for the Govern- 
ment. It is Véfy unlikely, however, that 
‘any particular number of citizens, will 
break even. ‘The large takpayers show.

‘Seme Other Objections 

It is said that there are other seriou 
objections to the Federal Government's 
continuing to put out tax-exempt bonds 
because, for instance, they are availed 
ef . By the rich,- who withdraw 
their capital from industry and. it 
thus ceases to contribute to the vro- 
ductivity _of the. country. . There is 
nothing in this argument unless ‘all 
capital invested in securities is thereby 
withdrawn from trade. The.money they 
represent goes right into production and 
the bond is ‘simply the titular evidence 
that it has done so. The proceeds of 
Government bonds are spent in wages, 
material-and structures, just as the 
proceeds of industrial bonds do precisely 
the same thing: and is used over and 
over again in trade. It iS certainly a 
new theory that once money is invested 
in bonds it ceases to work. Even if it 
were true, how can it be: helped unless 
the Government stops spending money? 
Tf it makes appropriations which cannot 
be met from the current tax levy, it 
must sell’ bonds and the proceeds are 
used just as the proceeds of a corpo- 
tation’s bond issue are used—they pay 
‘bills and go into circulation—only the 
government expenditures are not as 
profitably employed as ‘the ordinary. 
corporation’s. 

It may be that the very rich buyer of 
the tax exempt bonds withdraws from 
active business, but his money isnot 
withdrawn. At any rate, the figures

Neither is. there strength in the argu- 
ment that the power. to put out tax- 
exempt bonds encourages Government 
extravagance. The men who vote the 
improvements take pride in equipping 
the Government with. everything. it 
needs, but have litle concern for the 
consequent increase in taxation. The 
Government has to sell the bends and 
will sell them at any price. . It cannot 
gafh anything by putting up the interest 
it pays just to get it back in taxes... Mr. 
R. C. Leffingwell, ex-Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury,’ agrees: that the 
ability of Government to waste is not | 
determined by its sources of revenue and 
adds: ‘‘ Credit and tax exemption have 
nothing. whatever to do with each 
other.’” How.can any one expect,. there- 
fore, that the necegsity of paying 1 per 
cent. more in interest will deter a Gov- 
ernment from spending money? 

Another. argument. that Government 
bonds free of tax make unfair compett- 
tion for trdde borrowings is also un- 
sound... The competition’ will. be the 
same whether the Government bonds are 
taxable or free of tax. If taxablc, the 


and the rate on railroad, industrial and 
other corporate bonds will go up. corre- 
spondingly. The Government bends will 
have the preference and there will be 
approximately the same. difference be- 
tween such bonds and corporation bonds 
generally, whatéver the rate is on the 
Government bonds.

District 
Judge for the Eastern pnd Middle Dis- 
tricts of Tennessee, which position he 
held until elevated to the chair of an 
Associate ‘Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Always Hard Worker. 


As a District Judge in the large dis- 
trict which by .a recent act of Con- 
gress has been made two separate dis- 
tricts he labored hard. It was a dis- 
trict which called for: more work than 
was possible to be done by one Judge, 
but. Judge Samford has stuck to his

A number of times he 
has been called upon to serve in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
and in that capacity won laurels that 
did not fade.

I would nok have the courage to reply 
to Captain Hibben’s article had I not, 
just- before leaving Lithuania, had a 
talk with Ernest Galvanauskas, the 
Prime Minister, Minister of Foreign Af- 
airs’ of the country, which definitely 
proves that Lithuania not only does 
not regret her separation from Russia, 
but dees not—nor never had—the slight- 
est thought of such a regret. Ernest 
Galvarituskas, is one of that small group 
of men who fought and suffered for 
Lithuania’s independence. Prior to 1906, 
when the Lea yo gee, felt: that. inde- 

mdence could be realized only in the 
Ristant future, Galvanauskas for his 
work in this cause was arrested, thrown 
into prison and later exiled. In Bel- 
gium, in Serbla and France he contin- 
ued. hig work. 

When theré seemed to be hope for the 
realization ,of his'dreams, he had re- 
turned and had helped Lithuania# re- 
establish herself as an independent re- 

public: He replied to my question: 
R Does Lithuania want to return to 
Russia? 

‘* Sergek' Dieve! (God forbid). There 

not a Lithuanian living who knows 
nor dreams of any such desire. Besides, 
not only does Lithuania not regret her 
separation, but it has-always been her 
desire to be free. And having obtained 
that eaters for which ‘she has fought 
and bled so many centuries, is it pos- 
sible that there lives a person who 
would believe she now wants to give it 

? 


Re Russia in the past Yailed to under- 
stand Lithuania and she -would continue‘ 
to do so, Not alone does racial differ- 
ence separate the.two countries. The 
economical ‘and political life of Russia 
differs greatly from that of Lithuania. 
We ‘must not overlook the fact. that 
although today Russia is not a great 
manufacturi comnts. she will be a 
great industrial cou ah A in the future, 
If nothing else, her undeveloped natural 
resources must bring this about.

SEVENTY YEARS OF CHILDREN’S AID 





By CHARLES LORING BRACE, 
Secretary ef the Children’s Aid Society. 


EVENTY years ago New York was 
accustomed, and one ‘supposes 
hardened, to the fact that hordes 
of boys and girls who had no 
home begged: on. the atreets. 

Though the city was small in comparison 
with its present size, there were enough 
little wanderers on. the. streets to hayé 
come from @ city as big as New York 
is now, if such a city made no provi- 
sion for its homeless children. 

These children begged with good rea- 
son, Outside of pathetic efforts to sell 
a few flowers or clean street crossings 
when the weather was bad, it was their 
only way to get the pennies they needéd 
for food unless they-stole. 

Seventy years ago the Children’s Aid 
Society of New York was organized in 
an effort to meet the obvious needs of 
these homeless children and to assist 
poor parents to keep their. families to- 
gether by feaching the boys and girls 
money-making trades. The principles 
adopted were then novel, but have in the 
seven decades become part and parcel 
of the creed of social service. In out- 
line these principles were the placin® of 
homeless childrery in foster homes for the 
sake of family interests rather than 
sending them to institutions, teaching 
older homeless boys and girls how to 
make a living and pay their own way 
in special boarding homes, and industrial 


schools for the children of the tene-}. 


ments, where moral and health training 
were also to be emphasized. 

In these seventy years the society has 
found homes in the country for 82,721 
city waifs, besides starting many of the 
major charitable movements of the 
country. For example, every one takes 
it for granted now that fresh-afr homes 
are a necessity. Fifty years ago, in 
1878, the society established the first 
fresh-air home in América: It was 
opened at Bath Beach for the children 
attending the ‘schools of the organiza- 
tion.” Here all of them were given ‘a 


‘| two weeks’ outing. by the sea, and the 


value of it was so easily demonstrated 
that Ahousands of similar fresh-air 
homes were patterned after Bath Beach. 

The industrial schools of the society 
were, from the first, practical experi- 
ment stations in social welfare; though 
that term had not been invented then. 
Kindergartens were established, mothers’ 
meetings held, school libraries opened, 
trade classes ‘and cooking, and home- 
making léssons given. So. great a help, 
was the project to the city, in that it 
reduced the number ‘of commitments of 
children for poverty, that by 1870 the 
City Department of Charities. began to 
make an annual appropriation’ to ald 
the schools. 


Within a year after the sack was 
organized it was found that there were 
great numbers of older boys and girls 
who could not be reached by any home- 
‘finding plan or 4n any school. ‘They 
had. been-* on their. own ’’:for years. 
They were too much in love with New 
York ‘and its adventures to be placed in, 
farmers’ homes..or taught: in schools. 
Accordingly the first newsboys’ lodging 
house was opened in 18%, and & small 
charge for board and lodging was made, 
Later the society’ established other 
homes for boys and girls. . 

As) early as 1872. the sdclety opened 
a@ medical department. Thousands of 
babies were saved through “' The Sick 
Children’s Mission,” as. the department 
was called, and the ‘Health .-Home 
established at Coney. Island. x 


During thé last twenty yeers the ‘so+ 


Glety has put forth every effort to com- 
bat malnutrition’ and to impreve the 
health conditions of handicapped chil- 
dren.

Here, at 150 Hast 
Forty-fifth Street, over 8,000 children 
were. examined last year. The bureau is 
at the service 0} I the charitable. or- 
gan anizations in New York and is used by 

em as & th clearing house. Men- 
tal defects oe gH as physical are de- 

termined here by éxperts& Many. chil- 
dren convalescing Hon hospital care are 
sent to the six. sanataria which the so- 
ciety maintains, or to others co-oper- 
atlog ith the bureau. 

Perhaps more popular interest at- 
taches ‘foster children ’’ than to 
those kept from becoming dependent. 
Tre question is raised often, ‘‘ How do 
they turn out? ’’ The Children’s Aid So- 
ciety is able to answer for its wards. It 
has not only found homes for 82,721 
boys and girls,- but has kept track of 
them and supervised them until they

ATIONALITY for the first per- 
80n.to set foot on American soll 
is claimed by several European’ 
countries. “So far all history. of 
tradition awards. the honor. to 

hardy mariners of the Atlantic; and yet 
is it not possible or even probable that 
before Leif or Columbus set forth in 
their frait orafts of discovery, that con- 
taet with the shores of. North America 
had been effectea by some of the Asiatic 
Traces? 

It is said that Buddhist history records 
the exploration of the Pacific Coast of 
America-some 600 years ago by a band 
of missionaries from Japan, It {s sup- 
posed that these adventurers followed 
the Kurile. chain-of islands to. the 
Aleutians, then along this archipelago to 
the mainland of Alaska and ‘thence as 
far south as. California. Other expedi- 
tions may have ¢ the narrow Ber- 
ing ‘Straits separating ‘Asia from. Amef- 
ica. On a clear day the Diomiede Is- 
lands can be. seen from elther eontl- 
nental shore. 

That Japanese landed in. America cen- 
uries ago seems almost proved by the 
finding. of a quaint stone lamp now ex- 
hibited in the Alaska Historical Museum 
at Juneau, Alaska. The lamp was 
found some ten’ years ago by Charles 
Ulanky, a farmer, clearing his land near 
Knik, a little settlement at the head pf 
Cook, Inlet. It was uncovered in the 
vatluvial silt ata depth of a foot, and by 
him presented to the Territory. The 
lamp is slightly oblong in shape with a 
@teatest diameter of about twelve 
nches. The design resembles the con- 
ventional lotus leaf. At one end, oppo- 
site the wick lip, so as: to face the light, 

squats the figure of Buddha with thes 
impenetrable calm of the Bast on his 

rven countenance. 

By whom was this lamp left on the 
shores of Alaska? In this little known 
museum, Buddha and his lamp, await 
the student of early history to solve the 
mystery. The lamp is one of the most 
striking exhibits, but the’. wealth of 
Eskimo antiquities is equally Absorbing. 
There are museums with large collec- 
tions, but’ none having so many rare 
items from prehistoric days. For. years 
there had been piled in the attic of the 
ramshackle building which houses the 
Governor’ 8s office a great number: of 
boxes containing the collection of Lieu- 
tenant.

Despite ithe possible future .uses of the 
sense of smell- in. scientific atudy. there 
are exceptions to. be considered as there 
are 'to’ most things. Some ‘people Pos- 
sessing the sense of smell do not re- 
ceive any great ‘impréssions from” it. 
They. find it difficult to recall anything 
because of its odor or ‘dssociate odors. 
Dr. Ralph Read, Cincinnati psychologist, 
believes that these persons are common 
because they have not, cultivated their 
sense of smell. 

Dr: Read has\a highly marked sénse 
of smelt through -which he~ quickly .re- 
calls; past’ events, pérsons and” things: 
He remembers distinctly: the odor of in- 
dividuals, a faculty’ often thought to be 
possessed solely by the blind. The psy- 
chologist. does not’ refer to odors of 
cleanliness or lack. of cleanliness, racial 
‘odors or perfumes, but the individual 
odor as differentiated from that of an- 
other individual. (This he. can deter- 
mine in: a; darkened: room. if he has “as- 
sociated: with a‘ person, before. 

“No two. people are. exactly alike,” 
said Dr. Read. ‘When I have known 
people: well I, find. this method : of -rec- 
ognition as simple..as- that ‘of seeing 
their faces or hearing: their. voices,”’ 


“Odors Anat Have Homes. 


Dr. . Read also . drew attention -to the 
Podors. of different buildings or .rooms 
which’ naturally would be .expected to 
contain much the same objects &nd have 
the same general atmoephere. 
stance, all: dental offices do not smell 
alike. Hospitals. have: different odors. 
A whiff of an odor once smelled‘ in any 
of these -recalls~ ‘to mind the ‘* home "’ 
of ‘that particular odor, the place in 
which a person first smelled it.

The Times was enabled, by the courtesy of Lord 
Carnarvon, to publish the first account of the dis- 
coveries in the Valley of the Tombs of the Kings, 
which have sroused a world-wide interest never 
before approached: in the annals of excavation in 
Egypt or.in any other land, Lord ‘Carnarvon has 
now accepted the offer of The Times. to place its 
organization«at his < for the: purpose of 
_ supplying a service of news and illustrations of the 


discoveries to: every newspaper, magazine, or other |. 
periedical publication in the world which wishes to | 


havg it. He has therefore placed in our hands the 
whole of the serial publication rights of his expedi- 
tion, and these rights include all news of discoveries, 
-gpecial articles, interviews, ahd photographs relat- 
ing to, the several chambers of the tomb of King 
Tut-ankh-Amen, opened and yet to be opened.

Expedition. Arrangements have already) been‘made 
in Egypt and-in London by which the whole of the 
material supplied by Lord Carnarvon’ and Mr.

Lord Carnarvon Will leave London at the end of 
next week for Luxor. During his absence Mr. 
Howard Carter has been engaged in removing and 
preserving the objects found in the first chamber. 
Soon after Lord Carnarvon’s arrival at Luxor the 


most important task ofall wi'l be undertaken: The- 


mystery of the north wall of the outer chamber, 
guarded by gigantic statues of King Tut-ankh-Amen, 
will be solved. Nobody can yet say what will be 
discovered behind that wall, but Lord Carnarvon 
has made public his conjecture in the special 
article which, he contributed to The Times on Decem- 
ber 11. He then said: 


“There is little doubt that behind this wall there 
exists s chamber or chambers; and in one of these 
probably reposes, in his coffins and sarcophagus, 
the body of King Tut-ankh-Amen. Should this Royal 
burial-place prove to be untouched, then the sight 
to be revealed will prove to be absolutely unique 
in the experience of any living archaeologist, and, as 
far as I know, in the history of archaeology.” 

It is possible that there may be a further chamber 
or chambers beyond this central one. In any event 
it is certain that the excavations will by no means 
be completed at the end of the present season. 
The work will have to be discontinued some time 
in April because.of the heat. _It will be resumed in 


the middle of October, and will probably be con- |: 
tinued through the whole of next winter. It should |-
